The Director etrooeod the 
raphaeie put on releaoo cfforte by this Agency aad by the Departmeat 
od State, hfr. I,o^rd reheareed the elforte which hare been aad 
are beiag made by the Dppartaaeat of Skate to perMade the Chiaeee 
Cemmaaiete to xaake the roleaee. Re oidliaed the aepoete of the 
Geneva agreeiaente aad the Korean Peace Treaty aad the Chiaeee 
Communiete* poeittoa that &e iadivideale now beiag held did not 
come under thoae ceaveatioaB but were crimiaale who amet eerve 
their terme. Mr. I^ch ard poiated out three main protuibiXihlea: 

a. timt Downey aad the ^here would be held 
their terms ran out with ■cane possible eUght reduction 
of those terms for good behavior. 


b. the posMbiUty that some adjustmeat in United 
States/CHlCCdd rehUioas which the CH1COM8 felt to 
be favorable might persuade them to release the 
priscners, aad 
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e. tiMit CHICOlif^ BsIflKl possibly bs p»s«sd«d 
to rslssss tbooB on bwsasns gr<mads» either ns na net of 
netenl humnnitjr or for the sake of their world rep«dntioo. 

The Director pi^i^sd oat the remote possibility that the CHlCOIfS 
might saddealy aetaics ttie release for some aapredietable reasons 
that might never bs kaosra. 

3. Mr. l^idiard spidie of the efforts made through the ladiaa 
and British goveramosts. Mr. Daddario still felt that all possible 
steps were not being taken. He snggested that we or oar allies 
hold ps^»ls of interest to the CHICOMS who conld be exchanged 
either opsidy or throofh some ^iet backdoor aegs^ticm. Mr. 
I^ockard said this had been considered bat no each assets were 
known to be availaide. Mr. Daddario asked if other ^rset approaches 
were not possible. Mr. Lockard pointed oat that the DepartmeM of 
State had instrncted Moscow to brief Averell Harrknaa to take ap 

the release iqpeeifically with the CHICOMS if he obtained a visa to 
Bed China. The Cdreetor remarked that since Mr. ITincent ^eean 
also was awaiting a vin we should look into the possibility of giving 
him a similar brie^htg. The Director also aidced if fartlMr eiHorts 
cmild be made threngh the Red Cross, aisi Mr. l«ockard recounted 
the efforts of the Red Cross to date. Messrs. JUoekard and DeFelice 
also discussed with Mr. Daddario the problem of holdnps in letters 
and packages. Mr. Daddario suggested that an approach to the 
CHICOMS from less friendly conatries might be looked into and 
specifically meatiwsed Poland and Yugoslavia. Mr. I^ockard agreed 
to pursue this oa the grounds that. while not much hope of success 
could be placed on such approaches, no possible opportunity should 
bs overlooked. 

4. The way the State/ CIA team functions on the Downey/ 
Fectean ease was oMlined. and Mr. Daddario sssassd ^uite impressed 
with the effort conUnnaliy being put on the case. He said he had 
considered a publicity campaign of some sort but felt tbat it would 

not bs in Downey's iMsrsst and planned no actions by himself at 
this time. He also said timt he had and would eoatiane to keep 
Mrs. Downey someu^t at arm's length as he felt it was in the 
best interests of the hai^Uing of the case. Mr. Lockard aMide a 
concluding statemeM abent tbe personal feelings of all concerned 
about their failure to achieve means to release Downey and the 
rest, and Mr. IMddarlo seemed quite impressed.
